GUJARAT  ACT  NO  11  OF  1979, 

(First  published  after  having  received  the  assent  of  the  Governor  in  the 
“Gujarat  Government  Gazette Jf  on  the  30th  March,  1979), 

An  Act  to  amend  certain  laws  relating  to  Universities  and  Local  Authorities 
in  the  State  for  certain  purposes. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Thirtieth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows: — 

1,  (2)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Gujarat  Universities  and  the  Local  Autho- 
rities Laws  (Amendment)  Act,  1979. 

(2)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the  State  Government  may,  by 
notification  in  the  Official  Gazette,  appoint* 
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Authorities, 


2.  Eacli  of  the  laws  specified  in  the  second  column  of  the  Schedule  shall  be 
amended  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  specified  against  it  in  the  third  co- 
lumn thereof.
